RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION.

Tho rocent purchase by the Atchison
compnny of the St Lounis & San Fran-
eisco railrond Las called attention to the
progroess of vailrond consolidation within
recont years,  There were inround num-
bers one hundred and sixty thousand
miles of pullroad at the close of last
year, with an earning capneity of eleven
hundred million dollaes a year.  Fifteen
hundred corporations were represented in
the ownership of this  enormous
property and revenue, but less than half
of them were operating companies. The
others wera merely subsidiary corpora-
tions which had leased theire lines, There
wore four hundred and twenty-five con-
solidations, mergers, purchases, lenses,

eldy, in the nine years onding with
IS88, an wvorage of forty-seven por
year.

One-half of the total railvond property
of the country is now managod by
eleven  distinet  controls, none of
which has  less thnn  five thousand
miles of rond., There are twenty-two
controls which cmbrace fully sixty-five
per cent of such property.  The Vander-
Wlt control dominntes fully twenty thou-
sand miles of road and is besides in close
aflinnee with the Union Paeitie, The
Gould control 15 the noxt lavgest, with
mora than ten thousand miles of roud
under its managoment, The Atchi-
son  corporation controls about nine
thousand miles, the Union Pueifie
over eight thousand, the Pennsyl-
vanin and the Richmond Toermi-
nal each nearly eight thousand miles,
and the other lurgo covporations be-
twoeen five and sevén thousand  ench.
An allinnee of the Pennsylvinia with
the Atchison, and possibly with the
Chiengo, DBurvlington & Quiney and
Groat Novthern, is by no menns an im-
probable event of the future, while the
Rivhmond Torminal alrendy has its eyes
upon the Louisville & Nushiville, a con-
solidation with which wonld giveita
milenge of ahout eleven thousamd miles,

The tendeney to railrond consolidation
is strongor now than ever before, and
it is nn Interesting question as to how
much favtherTt may be earrvied and what
might rosult from the concontration of
the enormous eailroad property of the
country into the control of perhaps hall
n dozen, or even fewoer, corporations.
In the opinion of soma it would be ad-
vantugeous o stockholders anid
riva hatter service o the
public at less cost, but the more general
view unguestionably is that it might be-
come o dangovous power, largely domi-
nating the legislation of the country,
nutional and state, in its own interest,
With the vast rallvoad property of the
nation practically fn the control of o
fow men, combination for ofensive and

started out full of great expeetations

wind pleasant anticipntions, and we did
not realize for o moment what trials
we would have to go through, and, T well
you at times it voquired o greas deal of
western grit and push to get ahend,
Those who are acquainted with the dif-
ficulties of traversing in summer u const
forest, with its thousands of uprooted
trees and still worse upheaved founda-
tions, can perhaps veadily imagine how
much grontor a hardship it was for us to
travel over three feet of snow ona level

and ocoasionally strike drifts
much deeper and a areat
deal  too  much  tangle  of sal-lal
bush for snowshoes. But to add 1o

all our difficultios, our half-breed guide
and the two Indian packers refused to go
with us as soon as we had penetrated o
short distancoe inland, We had just
sighted some hills which they said we
could never pass over, and  thoy allegoed
no human being had ever succeedod in
the attempt.

“They strongly urgod and prayed us
not to proveed any further, but we had
started out with the determination to
accomplish & work and wo wers not to
bufiled so easily in the beginning of our
journey.  Sowe packed up o couple of
woelis” rations and an ax in our blankets
and, shouldering our Wincliesters, wo
pushed oo alone, Oh, whuat a journey
that was., L never shull forget it as long
as 1 live.

“Whore the snow was too soft and doep
we mannged to make progress by erawl-
it on our hands and knees, and at times
wo were obliged to lie down and roll to
get out of the snow, It was hoard strug-
pling by doy, but the snow mnde u sofl
bed at night. We ecanoed over three
hundred miles of our journey, and some
of it was in veryrough waters, But the
most startling expervience we had and
the ono thot wutllld inferest you most,
happened one day just as wo wore run-
ning intoa enve to avoid a storm. We
ot into the eave all right enough, hut
imagine our horror and disgnst when we
found ourselves in the midst of thia Nah-
witth Indinn treibe ot their cannibal
orgies,  Cannibalism is prohibitod by
the dominion government, but only
monthly visit from vessels, and the near-
est port heing miles away, they carvy on
the hoveible practice with impunity,

SAOWewitehed the heathens duaring the
duy an long range, bub under assutines
of sufoty we vontwred aftor awhile into
their civelo ot night and watchod  them,
L e only deseribe the sight this way:
Phore was o high fiee of logs in the cen-
ter of the civele, which wis constuntly
attended by two men, and occeasionally
there was nn extra hiss and flush ns
somo uneaten fat was thrown out.  The
entire tribo encireled the flire, drossaid in
blaniots of many brillinnt hues,  Therve
were nnlood duncers, nnd a dozen or more
lusty savages with clubs in their hands
bewting un necompaniment to their wild
asongs and dances, and the whole sight
muode n woird scone that is not seon for-
gotton. Their feast consisted of the
bodies of theivdead, They soldom kill
steangors to furnish food for these hor-
rible orgles, ns they wore all the time
quarreling betwoeen thomselves nnd gen-
erally hd onough dond bodies of briavos
to satisfly tholre appolitos.
